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METHODS  IN  BRIEF. 


THE  BOSTON  CHILDREN’S  AID  SOCIETY  provides 
for  exposed,  destitute,  and  wayward  children ; studies  questions 
relating  to  children ; records  experience ; promotes  needed  legis- 
lation ; encourages  cooperation  among  child-helping  agencies. 

THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  INVESTIGATION  AND  SO- 
CIAL SERVICE  takes  up  any  case  involving  a child.  Methods 
are : information,  advice,  oversight ; reference  to  other  suitable 
agencies ; support  or  oversight  by  other  departments  of  the 
Society. 

THE  PLACING-OUT  AGENCY  places  homeless  children 
in  carefully  selected  private  families,  chiefly  in  the  country,  and 
maintains  intimate  supervision. 

THE  PROBATION  AGENCY  befriends  boys  and  girls 
from  courts. 

HOME  LIBRARIES  are  placed  in  the  homes  of  children 
in  poor  neighborhoods  throughout  the  city.  Each  library  means 
ten  children  under  a child-librarian  and  volunteer  or  paid  visitor, 
meeting  weekly  in  the  living-room  of  the  librarian’s  family.  The 
purpose  is  to  encourage  good  reading,  home  amusements,  and 
penny  savings,  and  to  foster  wholesome  home  life.

REPORT  OF  THE  GENERAL  SECRETARY. 


The  increase  of  good  will,  and  of  concern  for  the  unfortunate, 
shows  itself  clearly  in  the  growing  desire  throughout  the  com- 
munity to  give  every  child  a good  chance  in  life,  to  save  the 
unfortunate  from  suffering,  and  the  exposed  from  moral  harm. 
To  make  this  desire  practically  effective  in  this  community  is 
the  object  of  this  society. 

For  close  to  misfortune  lurks  moral  disaster.  That  little 
children  and  inexperienced  youth  should  undergo  every  variety 
of  suffering  is  bad  enough,  but  that  before  our  very  eyes  their 
misfortunes  should  lead  straight  on  to  moral  ruin  is  intolerable. 
Such  is  the  inscrutable  relation  between  accidents  and  incidents 
often  apparently  non-moral,  still  oftener  free  from  all  guilt  on  the 
part  of  the  child,  and  results  that  go  deep  into  the  character  of 
the  child. 

From  the  start  this  motive,  the  rescue  of  boys  and  girls,  and 
the  saving  of  children  from  lasting  moral  harm  as  a result  of  pov- 
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erty  or  special  misfortune,  has  actuated  the  work  of  the  Society. 
Beginning  with  boys  and  girls  of  tender  age  under  criminal  prose- 
cution, it  advanced  to  the  oversight  and  care  of  children  threat- 
ened with  arrest.  It  included  next  the  support  of  children  who 
are  homeless  and  therefore  exposed.  The  next  step  embraced 
social  work  among  the  rank  and  file  of  the  enterprising  poor 
through  the  instrumentality  of  our  chain  of  Home  Libraries. 
Then  followed  an  ever-broadening  work  of  friendly  guidance 
and  help  for  the  boys  and  girls  who  in  our  big  city  are  found 
suffering  from  poverty  in  any  of  its  many  forms. 

In  this  effort  to  save  boys  and  girls,  the  expenses  of  the 
Society  have  grown  from  $5,000  a year  twenty-five  years  ago  to 
$50,000  a year  now.  Such  natural  and  varied  methods  have  been 
adopted,  and  the  financial  and  other  help  of  surviving  parents 
and  relatives  has  been  so  carefully  enlisted,  that  the  quantity  of 
work  done  has  increased  much  more  than  in  proportion  to  the 
enlargement  of  its  funds.  From  the  handful  of  less  than  fifty 
children  helped  annually  at  that  time,  the  Society  now  either 
supports,  or  keeps  under  oversight,  or  in  one  way  or  another 
distinctly  serves  more  than  fifty  times  as  many  children  as  in 
that  day. 

Families  are  held  together  as  far  as  possible,  even  brought 
together  after  separation  through  misfortune.  Every  resource 
within  the  boys  or  girls  themselves,  or  within  the  circle  of  family, 
relatives,  or  friends  is  brought  into  play.  All  possible  resources 
of  the  community,  educational,  religious,  recreative,  industrial, 
philanthropic,  are  utilized. 

In  every  instance  in  which  it  is  possible,  a wayward  boy  or 
girl  is  won  to  good  conduct  by  means  of  personal  oversight  in 
his  or  her  own  home.  The  Home  Libraries  reach  more  than 
six  hundred  children  among  the  poor,  with  a varied  influence 
brought  to  bear  in  their  own  homes.  The  homeless,  destitute, 
delicate,  or  peculiar  children  who  are  directly  supported  by  the 
Society  are  placed  in  carefully  selected  private  families,  with 
payments  by  relatives  according  to  their  ability.  A consulting 
and  lending  library  of  philanthropy  has  been  developed  on  small 
funds  to  a substantial  equipment  and  a wide  range  of  exchanges 
among  the  charitable  agencies,  governmental  and  private,  in  this 
country  and  abroad. 

The  record  of  this  growth  is  merely  the  story  of  the  develop- 
ment of  a central  idea:  that  the  community  needs  as  a part  of 
its  essential  equipment  of  social  forces  an  organization  that  shall 
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concern  itself  with  the  needs  of  unfortunate  children  without  any 
limiting  qualifications  as  to  age,  sex,  physical  condition,  capacity, 
or  conduct,  and  with  similar  freedom  from  any  restrictive  rules 
as  to  the  methods  to  be  followed  for  their  physical  relief  or 
moral  help,  or  as  to  the  ways  in  which  the  money  to  be  used  for 
their  welfare  shall  be  spent. 

The  typical  child-helping  agency  of  years  ago  was  the  orphan 
asylum.  That  institution  expressed  the  benevolent  impulse  of 
the  community  in  regard  to  needy  children.  Usually  it  helped  a 
very  limited  class  as  to  age  or  other  condition,  and  its  work  was 
surrounded  by  various  rules  and  regulations  as  restricted  as  the 
method  of  life  was  unnatural.  The  orphan  asylum  is  passing. 
In  its  place  is  being  developed  the  all-round  children’s  aid  society, 
unrestricted  in  scope,  unhampered  by  rules,  choosing  always  the 
most  natural  methods,  using  to  the  utmost  home  life  and  per- 
sonal influence,  moral  and  religious  example,  nourishment,  recre- 
ation, education,  work — the  forces  of  normal  life,  and  all  of  these, 
just  as  far  as  possible,  under  the  natural  conditions  of  life,  that 
is,  in  the  child’s  own  home  or  in  a chosen  family. 

This  Society  has  been  developing  such  an  agency  here.  It 
has  done  what  it  could  to  stimulate  the  growth  of  similar  organ- 
izations elsewhere.  Graduates  of  its  staff  are  the  executive  offi- 
cers of  various  such  societies  in  other  communities.  It  is  believed 
that  great  good  can  be  accomplished  through  the  establishment 
of  such  organizations  throughout  the  country,  so  that  their  fields 
of  operation  may  touch  each  other. 

The  direct  means  of  administration  of  this  Society  includes  a 
board  of  directors  of  both  men  and  women,  meeting  monthly; 
standing  advisory  committees,  meeting  monthly  or  oftener ; a gen- 
eral executive  officer ; an  office  staff,  comprising  two  stenographers, 
a bookkeeper,  a general  office  assistant  and  an  errand  boy ; five 
departments  as  follows : the  Department  of  Investigation  and 
Social  Service,  and  the  Probation  Agency,  together  using  four 
agents,  the  Placing-out  Agency,  employing  seven  visitors,  the 
Home  Libraries,  with  one  paid  worker,  and  the  Library  of 
Philanthropy,  taking  part  of  the  time  of  one  agent;  four  agents- 
in- training,  two  salaried  and  two  working  without  salary;  and 
forty-six  volunteers  in  the  Department  of  Investigation  and  So- 
cial Service,  in  the  Placing-out  Agency,  and  Home  Libraries, 
chiefly  in  the  last-named. 

The  first  step  in  the  actual  operation  of  this  newer  form  of 
charitable  work  for  children  and  youth  is  that  each  case  as  it 
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comes  to  our  attention  shall  be  taken  up  promptly  and  studied 
thoroughly  by  an  agent  chosen  for  his  or  her  adaptation  to  such 
work  and  possessed  of  the  necessary  experience  to  insure  insight 
and  wisdom,  the  judgment  of  a second  agent  or  of  the  General 
Secretary  being  brought  to  bear  sooner  or  later  in  each  case. 
During  the  past  year  the  situation  and  need  of  1230  different 
children  have  been  thus  investigated  and  studied.  Our  attention 
has  been  called  to  them  by  other  charitable  agencies,  public 
and  private,  by  judges,  policemen,  teachers,  nurses,  physi- 
cians, clergymen,  employers,  friends,  often  by  direct  appeal  from 
those  in  trouble  who  find  their  way  to  Charity  Building.  The 
investigations  reveal  the  many  forms  of  mischief  wrought  by 
misfortune  and  wrong-doing.  A large  proportion  of  the  difficult 
children  are  brought  by  parents  or  relatives  who  have  been  doing 
as  well  as  they  knew  how,  to  curb  tendencies  excited  by 
the  adverse  conditions  of  life  in  the  crowded  neighborhoods 
where  poverty  prevails.  The  anxiety  and  distress  of  parents 
is  a common  feature.  Even  when  there  has  been  grievous 
blunder,  it  has  often  been  due  to  ignorance ; even  when  there  has 
been  neglect,  it  has  often  been  involuntary.  To  stimulate  hope 
and  bring  understanding  to  the  parents  is  often  the  first  step. 
The  situation  may  be  best  met  by  moral  agencies,  — moral  activi- 
ties started  up  within  by  moral  influences  brought  to  bear  from 
without  the  family  circle. 

In  390  instances  within  the  year  the  plan  adopted  has  not 
included  recourse  to  any  charity.  Often,  however,  oversight 
has  had  to  be  continued  over  long  periods.  Indeed,  the  exten- 
sion of  the  work  of  oversight  of  children  in  their  own  homes, 
or  it  were  better  to  say,  of  families  in  which  not  only  the  chil- 
dren but  the  adults  themselves  need  moral  help,  is  one  of  the 
chief  directions  in  which  we  feel  the  demand  for  an  expenditure 
of  more  money  and  more  energy,  an  increase  of  both  paid  and 
volunteer  workers  under  competent  guidance. 

598  boys  and  girls  were  referred  to  61  other  agencies,  the 
larger  numbers  being  59  referred  to  the  Massachusetts  Infant 
Asylum,  49  to  the  Society  for  Helping  Destitute  Mothers  and  In- 
fants, 74  to  the  Associated  Charities  of  Boston,  62  to  the  Massa- 
chusetts Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children,  26  to 
the  Associated  Charities  of  Cambridge.  41  to  the  Children’s 
Mission,  37  to  the  Children’s  Friend  Society,  and  47  to  the  Boston 
Female  Asylum  (now  a placing-out  agency). 
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1 5i  boys  and  girls  were  referred  to  our  own  Placing-out 
Agency.  The  children  in  the  care  of  the  Placing-out  Agency 
at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  and  those  referred  to  it  and  placed 
out  during  the  year,  made  a total  of  441  boys  and  girls,  or  a 
daily  average  of  283  for  the  whole  year.  The  total  deaths  in 
this  department  during  the  year  were  2,  one  of  a child  two 
months  old  from  cholera  infantum,  and  one  of  a girl  two  years 
old  from  marasmus.  During  the  year  151  children  were  dis- 
charged from  care,  chiefly  through  return  to  relatives.  6 were 
discharged  to  the  Division  of  State  Minor  Wards,  5 to  over- 
sight in  families  by  the  Boston  Female  Asylum,  1 to  the 
Suffolk  School,  1 to  the  Lyman  School,  1 to  the  State 
Industrial  School  at  Lancaster,  1 to  the  House  of  the  Good 
Shepherd,  3 to  the  [Massachusetts  School  for  the  Feeble-Minded, 
1 to  the  State  School  for  Crippled  and  Deformed  Children,  1 to 
the  Horace  Mann  School  for  the  Deaf,  and  4 to  the  Massachusetts 
Trade  School  for  Girls.  On  October  1,  1909,  there  were  287 
children  in  families  under  supervision,  15 1 boys  and  136  girls.  Of 
this  number  178  were  at  board,  for  6 clothing  only  was  paid  for 
by  the  Society,  47  were  in  homes  free  of  charge,  35  were  earn- 
ing wages,  and  21  were  temporarily  in  their  own  homes  or  in 
hospitals  or  special  institutions.  5 boys  and  10  girls  were  attending 
high  schools,  1 a normal  school,  1 Simmons  College,  1 Middle- 
bury  College,  Vermont,  and  1 the  Institute  of  Technology. 

But  behind  these  figures  stands  the  fact  that  the  intelligent, 
conscientious,  and,  in  instance  after  instance,  highly  unselfish  serv- 
ices of  more  than  215  New  England  families  are  enlisted  in  our 
work  in  behalf  of  those  boys  and  girls.  With  only  two  excep- 
tions, the  woman  of  the  house  is  engaged  in  no  occupation  other 
than  making  a home  for  her  family  and  the  single  child  or  the 
brothers  and  sisters  whom  we  have  placed  in  her  care. 

The  year  has  afforded  additional  evidence  of  the  great  ad- 
vantages of  this  method  of  providing  for  homeless  children. 

The  total  outlay  for  board,  clothing  and  sundries  of  children 
in  charge  of  the  Placing-out  Agency  was  $25,891.  It  speaks 
well  for  the  surviving  parents,  relatives  and  guardians  of  these 
children  that  toward  this  total  they  contributed  during  the 
3-ear  $11,034. 

Children  on  probation  from  the  courts  have  come  under  the 
supervision  of  all  of  the  agents  in  the  Department  of  Investigation 
and  Social  Service,  and  most  of  those  in  the  Placing-out  Agency. 
In  no  year  have  more  difficult  cases  been  brought  to  us,  and 
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this  method  of  distribution  has  probably  resulted  in  a larger 
total  of  service  rendered.  27  of  the  children,  or  15  per  cent, 
we  should  say,  were  doing  poorly  at  the  close  of  the  year ; 62 
children,  or  32  per  cent,  were  doing  fairly  well ; and  93  children,, 
or  51  per  cent,  were  doing  well.

Two-thirds  of  the  libraries  meet  in  the  daytime;  the  other 
third  in  the  evening.  The  corps  of  volunteer  visitors  numbers 
30.  At  the  plant  sale  at  the  South  Bay  Union  on  May  16th,  96 
children  purchased  156  plants;  at  the  sale  at  the  West  End 
House,  May  23d,  70  children  purchased  122  plants.  At  the 
festivals  in  the  fall  60  children  brought  live  plants  bought  at  the 
South  Bay  Union  sale,  and  48  brought  plants  bought  at  the 
West  End  House  sale.  On  July  15th  the  Home  Libraries  held 
their  annual  field  meeting  at  Long  Crouch  Woods,  Franklin 
Park.  81  children  were  reported  to  Country  Week  as  can- 
didates for  an  outing.  600  free  car  tickets,  furnished  by  the 
Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company,  were  used  among  . the  chil- 
dren. On  July  21st  a party  of  200  children,  made  up  from  the 
Home  Libraries  in  the  central  part  of  the  city,  and  on  August  3d 
300  children  from  the  South  End  and  the  suburban  Home  Library 
groups,  were  given  Randidge  Excursions. 

The  present  situation  has  followed  from  the  position  taken  by 
the  Society  twenty-five  years  ago  that  any  case  involving  a needy 
child  could  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Society,  whose 
duty  it  would  then  be  to  make  an  effort  to  learn  what  ought  to 
be  done,  and  so  far  as  possible  cause  the  needed  thing  to  be 
done  in  behalf  of  the  child.  The  constantly  increasing  demand 
made  upon  the  Society  has  never  yet  caused  the  withdrawal  or 
qualification  of  that  announcement.  At  times  the  pressure  of 
work  has  meant  great  difficulty  in  handling  its  volume,  and  at 
times  has  jeopardized  its  efficiency.  The  directors  and  agents 
of  the  Society  look  upon  the  organization  as  not  an  end  in  itself 
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but  simply  as  a means  to  an  end,  the  service  of  unfortunate 
children.  It  is  not  the  enlargement  of  the  Society,  but  the  en- 
largement of  the  service  of  the  community  in  behalf  of  un- 
fortunate children,  which  it  is  our  desire  to  secure.  In  every 
possible  way  other  agencies  that  are  capable  of  increased 
service  have  been  induced  to  undertake  such  service.  Men 
and  women  have  gone  from  the  staff  of  the  Society,  with  valu- 
able experience  and  high  qualifications,  to  the  service  of  other 
child-helping  agencies  within  and  beyond  the  city.  The  idea  has 
been  to  carry  as  heavy  a burden  of  actual,  definite  work  as 
possible,  and  at  the  same  time  to  serve  the  general  cause  of 
promoting  progressive  methods  and  increased  activity  in  the 
community. 

The  result  of  such  a policy,  in  proportion  to  the  wisdom  and 
efficiency  with  which  it  is  carried  out,  is  not  so  much  a ground 
for  appeal  as  the  creation  of  an  opportunity  for  our  citizens  to 
place  their  money  and  energy  where  they  will  give  as  large  a 
return  as  possible  in  actual  physical  and  moral  succor  to  hard- 
pressed  boys  and  girls.  With  the  utmost  difficulty  the  expenses 
and  the  income  of  the  past  year  have  been  kept  in  balance.  An 
increase  in  the  staff  and  in  the  income  is  imperative.  The  urgency 
of  the  situation  is  such  that  the  Directors  have  committed  them- 
selves to  the  increase  of  the  staff,  and  with  the  new  year  begin- 
ning October  ist  three  additional  agents,  one  an  experienced 
agent  and  two  agents-in-training,  are  added  to  the  paid  staff.  At 
the  same  time  an  increase  in  the  amount  of  volunteer  service  has 
been  secured.  Two  volunteers  are  giving  two  days  a week  or 
more,  and  various  other  volunteers  are  contributing  less  time. 
Two  agents-in-training  without  salary  have  been  added,  one  of 
them  to  serve  without  pay  for  six  months,  the  other  for  four 
months. 

At  the  same  time  some  of  the  Committees  of  the  Board  have 
arranged  for  even  more  frequent  meetings  in  order  to  keep  in 
close  touch  with  the  work,  and  the  Committee  on  Revenue  has 
entered  upon  an  effort  to  bring  to  present  subscribers,  to  all  who 
have  at  any  time  in  the  past  contributed  to  the  work,  and  to  the 
still  wider  circle  of  those  who  do  not  contribute,  a fuller  knowl- 
edge of  the  work.  It  is  earnestly  desired  that  every  person  who 
now  knows  about  the  work  shall  join  in  this  effort  to  bring 
sufficient  strength  to  it.  The  assumption  that  there  need  be  such 
wide-spread  physical  and  moral  ruin  among  the  boys  and  girls 
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of  the  poor  is  a superstition  which  still  dominates  the  belief  of 
the  time.  Slowly  and  through  the  operation  of  a great  variety 
of  forces  poverty  and  its  evils  must  disappear,  but  the  process 
may  be  hastened  and  the  blighting  effect  of  present  conditions 
upon  many  a lad  and  many  a girl  may  be  prevented.  Nor  can 
it  be  doubted  that  the  streams  of  evil  influence  and  moral  ex- 
posure that  flow  from  poverty  and  neglected  childhood  and 
youth  reach  in  a great  variety  of  ways  the  children  and  youth 
of  other  classes.  The  neglected  boy  or  girl  may  become  a 
physical  or  a moral  menace  to  the  community.  How  far  the 
great  grist  of  adult  poverty  and  crime  could  be  reduced  by 
direct  effort  to  help  the  needy  boys  and  girls  in  the  time  of  their 
need  cannot  be  known  until  adequate  effort  to  this  end  has  been 
made.  That  a substantial  reduction  could  be  thus  effected  is 
demonstrated  by  the  results  attending  upon  effort  already  made ; 
that  from  such  increased  effort  would  come  fuller  light  as  to  the 
ways  in  which  the  mishaps  and  difficulties  themselves  could  be 
prevented  is  equally  beyond  question.
